Almost 84.000 addition*! enlisted mem- 
bers of the four Services will receive $33 
million in proficiency pay during fiscal 
1960, beginning 1 July. 

The Defense Department disclosed in 
Congressional testimony made public on 
13 April that the Army will start giving 
the extra pay to an additional 28,800 men; 
Air Force, 27,014; Navy, 21,983 and the 
Marine Corps to an additional 6,000, 

Total cost of the proficiency payments 
in fiscal ’60 will be $45.2 million. The pro- 
gram is due to cost $12 million this year.

The Services are paying proficiency 
pay during the current fiscal year to 79,- 
627 men. This number will be more than 
doubled during the coming fiscal year, 
when it rises to 163,424. 

More than $16.2 million of the total 
payments will go to soldiers; $14.5 mil- 
lion to airmen; $10.9 million to sailors;

Referring to the necessity of public 
education, the General pointed out that 
it is “certainly far better to grow up with 
a problem, understanding what lies 
ahead, than to be suddenly confronted 
with something which is completely in- 
comprehensible.” 

General LeMay said that the primary 
forces which influence and further the 
development of a nation’s airpower are 
science, industry, and civil and military 
aviation. Each enters the development 
cycle at a different point, he said, but all 
must eventually form the first team of 
airpower. 

“We cannot operate as separate inter- 
ests—researching, developing and opera- 
ting to satisfy only our own particular 
needs,” General LeMay contended. “Nat- 
urally, each one of us wants to see his 
own particular interests served. But the 
unavoidable realization that we now face 
overriding problems—and common re- 
quirements—-which can only be met by 
cooperative effort and by mutual give- 
and-take, must serve as the guiding 
factor. 

“In this way—and only this way—can 
we provide our various countries with 
effective and efficient military airpower 
and a thriving and safe civil transporta- 
tion force—-and have a satisfied, coopera- 
tive and understanding public.”

LYING low to evade radar detection, 

the Air Force’s newest fighter-bomber 
demonstrated here 15 April how it could 
“lob” an atomic bomb on an enemy tar- 
get and safely escape the blast. 

Unveiling the new punch that is being 
added to the Tactical Air Command, the 
Republic F-105 Thunderchief, capable of 
speeds over 1300 mph, tossed a_ 750- 
pound bomb in an exhibition of low alti- 
tude bombing maneuvers (LABS). 

Lt. Col. Robert R. Scott zoomed by the 
stands at approximately 760 mph at an 
altitude of 500 feet, As he approached the 
target, he executed an Immelmann (180- 
degree vertical turn) as a special com- 
puting device linked into the jet’s fire 
control system ejected the bomb so that 
it was “lobbed” onto the target as the 
F-105 streaked to safety in the direction 
from which it had come. 

Colonel Scott is commander of TAC’s 
335th Squadron of the Fourth Fighter 
Wing, (see Page 14), 

In the F-105, he said, the LABS system 
has been refined to give the pilot elec- 
tronic “brains” to aid him, improving ac- 
curacy and preventing a too-early release 
which might prove hazardous to the pilot 
and the plane. 

The “brains,” he explained, is actually 
a fire control system consisting of sight- 
ing head, toss bomb computer and radar. 
The radar sights the target and give the 
pilot the range; the computer solves the 
problems of proper altitude, attitude and 
range and, upon signal from the pilot, 
releases the bomb when the plane's posi- 
tion coincides with the target informa- 
tion. It times the release for accuracy and 
escape margin. 

Even if the pilot should signal for re- 
lease of the bomb at the wrong time from 
a safety point of view, Colonel Scott said, 
the computer would over-rule him, hold- 
ing the bomb for a “high toss” to permit 
additional seconds to escape,

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Navy Answers White House Study On F light Pay, Proficiency Flying; Wants More Pilots 


The Navy, commenting on a White 
House study concerning proficiency fly- 
ing, says the report contains “superfi- 
cially justifiable but substantially inval- 
id” criticisms. 

The study was made by Meyer Kestn- 
baum, President of Hart Schaffner & 
Marx, clothing manufacturers, who is 
serving as a Special Assistant to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 

Mr. Kestnbaum’s paper was forwarded 
to the Defense Department last Septem- 
ber by the White House with a request 
that it be analyzed and evaluated. 

The Navy said the Presidential Assist- 
ant suggested that a review of the entire 
subject of proficiency flying and flight 
pay was in order “and that possibly a 
new system of flight pay should be adopt- 
ed.” The President recommended in his 
fiscal '60 Budget Message that proficien- 
cy flying pay be studied by the Pentagon. 

The Navy responded with a study of 
its own, made by the office of VAdm. 
Robert B, Pirie, Deputy CNO for Air, “to 
specifically treat with the points con- 
tained in the Kestnbaum study.” The 
Navy paper was made public 13 April by 
the House Military Appropriations sub- 
committee. 

Mr. Kestnbaum said: “Whereas even 
civilian flying was properly regarded as 
hazardous in the early days of aviation, 
it can no longer be argued that flying 
per se in conventional aircraft represents 
hazardous duty.” He said, “It is not sur- 
prising that those officers who earn 
flight pay on missions involving substan- 
tial hazards should resent the fact that 
officers not on regular flying assign- 
ments can qualify for comparable flight 
pay by undertaking a minimum of rou- 
tine flying.” 

The Navy “reply” to Mr. Kestnbaum 
points out that “Even in peacetime, 
nearly one-fourth of all career aviators 
are killed before reaching age 40.” 

As for the charge that some officers 
engaged in hazardous flying resent those

Still Under Study 


Secretary of the Navy Thomas S. 
Gates, jr., “still was studying” the rec- 
ommendations of the Committee on Or- 
ganization of the Department of the 
Navy as THE JOURNAL went to press. 

Secretary Gates, who leaves the Penta- 
gon 1 June, has promised to take action 
on the Report by 1 May. The Report was 
drawn up by a committee headed by Un- 
der Secretary of the Navy William B. 
Franke, who is the Secretary-designate. 

The parts of the Report dealing with 
personnel actions are under scrutiny by 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy (Man- 
power, Personnel & Reserve Forces) 
Richard Jackson, One of the recommen- 
dations calls for elimination of the Man- 
power, Personnel and Reserve Forces 
\ssistant Secretary post and its replace- 
ment by an Assistant Secretary of Re- 
search and Development billet, unless an- 
other Assistant Secretary is authorized 

Major revisions called for by the 
Franke Committee would: 

© Establish a Bureau of Naval Weap- 
ons combining the Bureaus of Ordnance 
and Aeronautics, 

@ Abolish ail specialist designations 
and create a Naval Technical Corps that 
would include all officers with specialties 
in design, engineering and _ research, 
Naval construction and engineering, ad- 
vanced nuclear engineering, aerology, 
communications, and all SDO’s who do 
not elect to transfer to the Line. 

e@ Abolish the Office of Assistant CNO 
(R&D) and transfer its functions to a 
new Deputy CNO (Development). 

e Redesignate the Deputy CNO (Ad- 
ministration) as Assistant VCNO/Di- 
rector of Naval Administration. 

e Shift the responsibility for the Guid- 
ed Missile Division from the DCNO (Air) 
to the DCNO (Development). 

e Combine the duties of Commandant,

who earn their flight pay by routine fly- 
ing, the Navy said “This view has very 
little acceptance among responsible fly- 
ing officers The hazards involved 
tend to average out over a career in 
naval aviation. An attempt to precisely 
equate them would lose more than it 
would gain.” 

The Navy said its position is “that 
flight pay is, in actuality, a monetary in- 
centive in compensation for a highly tal- 
ented person undertaking the acknowl- 
edged hazards of a career as a naval 
aviator. In order to provide a normal 
and balanced standard of living, the 
amounts should be averaged and paid at 
level rates throughout the vears. This 
approximates the present system.” 

The Kestnbaum study calls attention 
to ime fact that flight pay currently 
costs ».Jv million annually, with close to 
half of the amount going to those “not 
assigned to flying units.” Difficulties 
would be experienced in any abrupt 
change, Mr. Kestnbaum said, but the 
1958 Military Pay Bill “should make it 
possible to make certain adjustments 
without imposing excessive hardships on 
those who have come to regard flight pay 
as a built-in feature of their compensa- 
tion.” 

The Navy report charges that this 
“smacks somewhat of the ‘what have 
you done for me lately’ story.” The Navy 
said, “Percentagewise, the flight pay re- 
ceived by an officer today in every in- 
stance is less than that received prior to 
1949.” 

About proficiency flying, Mr. Kestn- 
baum said such flying is “defended on 
the grounds that it represents combat 
readiness training, but there is grave 
doubt as to whether this type of training 
has kept pace with the rapidly changing 
characteristics of military aviation.” He 
said “aircraft used for administrative 
flying are in general older types not re- 
quired for combat flying.” 

The Navy’s answer is that proficiency 


flying “more than pays its own way. 
Even though most of it is conducted in 
outmoded or at best second-line opera- 
tional aircraft, the similarities of proce- 
dures and techniques are such that the 
individual aviator can maintain the nec- 
essary experience level.” 

The Navy report declares, “The need 
is for more flying—=not less.” 

The Kestnbaum study states that “sta- 
tistics lend support to the charge that 
there are many more officers and enlist- 
ed men on flying status than are likely 
to be needed for flying assignment even 
under wartime conditions,’ and “it 
should be possible to reduce the number 
of personnel assigned flying status.” 

The Navy said Admiral Pirie’s office 
has just completed a critical examination 
of the Navy’s requirements for aviators 
and has determined that 19,679 pilots 
are required, whereas only 18,564 are “on 
board.” 


The Kestnbaum report charged tha 
“much of the proficiency flying is doy 
by personnel whose flying is not «ctual) 
necessary or likely to be necessary to the 
military service. Those who enzage jp 
proficiency flying are for the most par 
well along in their careers.” 

The Navy replied that 90% of the pro. 
ficiency flying in the Navy “is done fy 
lieutenants(jg), lieutenants, lieutenan 
commanders and commanders.” Records 
indicated, the Navy said, that “about 34 
of the pilots in the Navy and Marine 
Corps have over 20 years military flying 
experience,” and of this number “aboyt 
half are assigned to operational billets’ 

Leaders of Naval aviation, the Nay 
report states, are agreed “that the poli. 
cies, plans and operations must be in the 
hands of experienced naval aviators who 
have maintained as close a_ personal 
touch with flying as possible. Senior off. 
cers must continue to fly.”

Marines Plan WO And LDO Expansion; 
Obligated Tours May Be Lengthened 


The Marine Corps will double its 
warrant officer program, triple its LDO 
program and lengthen obligated tours 
of Reserve officers. 

In testimony made public 13 April by 
the House Military Appropriations Sub- 
committee, Maj. Gen. Donald M. Weller, 
G-1, said the Corps is “endeavoring to re- 
duce new procurement of young officers 
to the lowest possible level in order to 
increase stability and lower training 
costs.” 

Specific objectives in this field, he said, 
are: 

e “First, to increase the length of ob- 
ligated service for Reserve officers, 

e “Second, to reduce the numbers of 
unrestricted Reserve officers assigned to 
technical fields.” 





In line with the first objective, Gen- 
eral Weller said, all Reserve officers 
brought into the Marine Corps after 30 
June 1960 “will have not less than three 
years of obligated service, while about 
33% will have a four-year obligation.” He 
said the Corps also is encouraging maxi- 
mum of retention Reservists beyond their 
obligated service “by means of contract.” 

To meet the second objective of reduc- 
ing the numbers of unrestricted officers 
in technical fields, the Marine Corps per- 
sonnel chief said “we are expanding our 
warrant officer and limited duty officer 
programs in the technical fields. With 
these programs we can reduce our re- 
quirements for young unrestricted Re- 
serve officers and should get more effec- 
tive performance in the technical fields.”

Among attachments that 
could be added are a winch, a post-hole 
digger, a hydraulic lift, which would 
convert the jeep into a small crane, a 
trench digger, and a lightweight bull- 
dozer. 

General Shaw said that if evaluation 
tests prove the worth of the idea, com- 
mercially manufactured attachment kits 
will be supplied to field units. 

The Corps has been interested in such 
a system for some time. A story in the 
15 February 1958 JourNaL told of the 
Corps’ interest in a German-developed 
all-purpose vehicle, called UNIMOG.

hicle by the “Buy American Act” and the 
Armed Forces Procurement Regulations. 

Unlike the UNIMOG, American-made 
jeeps do not provide power to all four 
wheels at the same time. The power goes 
to the two wheels that develop the most 
traction. “The German version,” General 
Shaw noted, “puts power on all wheels, 
making it a better rough terrain vehicle.” 

Another idea being evaluated by the 
MCLFDC is addition of a device known 
as “Jiffy Lift” to a new version of the 
Mechanical Mule. The Mule is a small 
front-line vehicle used to haul ammuni- 
tion and rations to the troops. The Jiffy 
Lift is an attachment to the Mule that 
is capable of hydraulically lifting loads 
up to 1,000 pounds. Used in conjunction 
with the drone copter (28 March JOURNAL, 
page six) the Mule-Jiffy Lift combina- 
tion will eliminate a great deal of time 
and effort expended in loading and un- 
loading supplies and ammunition. 

In a combat situation, the drone cop- 
ter would swoop in carrying supplies on 
a wooden pallet slung beneath it, hover 
for a few seconds while the cargo is set 
down, and move out of the area, Then a 
Mule, equipped with a Jiffy Lift would 
move to the drop point and pick up the 
entire pallet and carry the food and am- 
munition directly to the troops.

32,000-Pound Payload S.F.-Japan Nonstop

known as the Super Hercules. 

Robert I. Mitchell, Director of Sales 
for Lockheed’s Georgia Division at 
Marietta, said the new plane will be 
offered both to the Services and to com- 
mercial airfreight firms. 

“The Super Hercules will carry 50,000 
pounds of cargo across the Atlantic 
Ocean non-stop,” Mr. Mitchell reported. 
“With pylon tanks, the new transport 
will perform the spectacular feat of air- 
lifting a 32,000-pound payload a non-stop 
distance of 5,500 statute miles—making 
it possible to span the Pacific Ocean in 
a single hop, San Francisco to Japan.” 

“The Super Hercules will be able to 
airlift 78,000 pounds—39 tons—of cargo 
at less than four cents a ton mile,” ac- 
cording to Mr. Mitchell. He said the 
Super Hercules design could be made 
available early, since a large percentage 
of the C-130B tooling can be used to 
manufacture the Super Hercules at the 
Marietta factory, 

Short range cruising speed of the Super 
Hercules will be 414 mph, Maximum 
cruising speed will be 425 mph. Long 
range cruising speed will be 360 to 370

mph, The C-130As and Bs cruise at 330 
to 340 mph. 

As a military troop carrier, the Super 
Hercules will transport 152 airborne 
troops or 116 paratroopers. It will be able 
to provide airline type seats for 104 per- 
sons. 

The Super Hercules is powered by four 
General Motors-Allison T61 prop-jet en- 
gines. 

It will surpass early model Hercules in 
size, speed, range, load-carrying versa- 
tility, broad operational flexibility, and 
economy, Mitchell said—although the 
C-130As have set new, higher standards 
of safety and airlift ability since enter- 
ing Air Force service in December, 1956. 

The stretched version of the Hercules 
will have a fuselage 23’ 4” longer than 
present versions. It will measure 121’ 1”. 
Wing span will be 145’, as compared with 
132’ 7” of the C-130B. Vertical tail re- 
mains 38’ high. 

The newer version will have 7,026 cubic 
feet of usable cargo space. It will have a 
gross take-off weight of 204,170 pounds. 
Like the early models, the Super Hercules 
will retain the straight-in, truck-bed level 
loadability, enabling it to use Lockheed’s 
new “Lightning Loading System” where- 
by cargo can be loaded or unloaded in 
10 minutes.

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General White Tells 
“Qne In The Hole” 


ESCRIBING its development as 

“one ray of sunshine in an other- 
wise dark fiscal picture,” General 
Thomas D. White has forecast that the 
Minuteman ballistic missile will cost 
$1 million for “one in the hole.”

“With a given degree of accuracy 
and warhead yield, where one weapon 
is needed to attain a 90% reliability 
of destruction against an unprotected 
target, approximately four weapons 
are needed to attain the same prob- 
ability of destruction against targets 
hardened to 25 PSI and some 13 weap- 
ons are required against targets hard- 
ened to 100 PSI.”

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World Congress Of Flight Fills Real Need 


All the factors that comprise the airpower of a Nation—defined by 
General Curtis E. LeMay (see page 5) as “science, industry, civil and 
military”—-combined to make the World Congress of Flight, held this 
week in Las Vegas, a marked success. A total of more than 5000 repre- 
sentatives of all these vital interests registered to attend the wide variety 
of symposiums held in connection with the Congress, while many thousands 
more witnessed the air shows and static exhibits presented by both the 
Armed Services and civilian interests. 

Since the National Aircraft Shows were discontinued some years ago, 
the United States has had no single place where those interested in, and 
engaged in keeping this Nation in the forefront of aviation and space 
developments could gather and exchange ideas, England’s Farnborough 
and France’s Paris Air Shows now have no counterpart in our country. 

The World Congress of Flight not only has met that need, it has gone 
considerably further than the earlier shows in that it has embraced the 
other Nations of the free world and has placed major emphasis on the 
grass roots of airpower—-science and industry. 

The fact that the Air Force Association headed the list of 55 par- 
ticipating organizations resulted, naturally, in the major military em- 
phasis being placed upon the Air Force. The Army and Navy were invited 
and were, in fact, represented, both having small exhibits. The Army had 
some helicopters and its experimental inflatoplane, and the Navy’s “Blue 
Angels” gave an extraordinary exhibition of precision flying. Both Serv- 
ices had project officers assigned, Maj. David Brooks for the Army, and 
Cdr. W. E. Fuller for the Navy. But one would hope that if such Con- 
gresses are held in the future, there will be a broader participation by 
aviation and missile components of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, 
as well as the Coast Guard. 

The technical briefings presented by representatives of 40 industrial 
organizations, for example, were of value to all Services, while the numer- 
ous symposiums offered excellent opportunities for a cross-Service ex- 
change of ideas. 

No decision has been reached as to whether there will be periodic 
World Congresses of Flight in the future. There is no doubt as to the suc- 
cess of this initial venture, and with this experience in back of the spon- 
sors, one may be certain that future events would be even better. We hope 
it will become a bi-annual or tri-annual highlight in the U. S. aviation 
and space world. 


Who Sets The Policy For Care Of Service People? 


Whatever the enthusiasm that Service people will have for the im- 
pressive gains that have been made in “career attractiveness,” there will 
be strong disappointment in another critical morale area—family medical 
care. We agree completely with Assistant Secretary of Defense Dr. Frank 
B. Berry in his contention (THe JouRNAL 4 April) that in proper patient 
treatment, it is not possible to separate medical and dental care. 

That is one reason why THE JOURNAL believes the Defense Depart- 
ment has erred in its decision—certainly, not a hasty action—to postpone 
any attempt to secure legislative approval for DentiCare during the present 
session of Congress. The Pentagon takes the position that it cannot act 
effectively until it first gains the support of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, 

The ADA will not be able to take up the DentiCare problem until 
September, Between now and then, Defense Department leaders must do 
everything possible to gain wide National support for a DentiCare Program. 

We believe that there would have been no more effective forum for a 
discussion of the problem than the United States Congress. Quite possibly, 
legislation introduced this year would have been held up for final action 
until the next session, but at least the existence of a Defense Department 
endorsed bill would have provided an opportunity for civilian and mili- 
tary officials to discuss the problem in the open. 


As it stands now, Service families must count on the behind-the-scenes 






work of Dr. Berry and his associates. Their notable success in gaining 4 
full support of the American Medical Association for MediCare—the 
has expressed its strong disapproval at cuts in MediCare benefits impo 
last October—is an encouraging sign for the future.

Survivors Bene fits— 
Reserves Et Al. 


@ The Retired Officers Association 
adopted Resolution No. 9, at their re- 
cent annual convention, which resolu- 
tion virtually coincides with H.R, 4533 
introduced by Congressman Kenneth A. 
Roberts, of Alabama, 16 February, 1959. 
Regulars and Reserves should all get 
behind this bill. 

H.R. 4533 states: “That the second 
sentence of section 410(a) of title 38, 
United States Code, is amended by in- 
serting immediately before the period, 
at the end thereof the following: ‘how- 
ever, where the veteran was granted 
retired pay, retirement pay or retainer 
pay, his death shall be considered to 
have been service-connected if—(1) he 
served on active duty for not less than 
twenty years; or (2) he was placed on 
the retired list because of disability 50 
per centum or more in degree disa- 
bling.”

Regular vs. Reserve Retired 


® The first cross-channel landing in 
France on Omaha Beach in World War 
II was spearheaded by the list US. In- 
fantry Division (Regular) with the 
116th Infantry Regiment (Va.),—a 
National Guard Regiment—attached. 


The 116th and a regiment of the Ist 
Division, side by side, were the first 


troops to land on the Beach. Both were 
specially selected shock troops and had 
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the same training for the assault. The 
casualties, especially among the 116th, 
were appalling. The enemy fire was not 
directed entirely against the 1st Divi- 
sion the enemy did not discriminate! 
The dead of the 116th were just as 
dead as were the dead of the Ist; the 
wounded just as wounded; the widowed 
and the orphaned of the 116th just as 
widowed and orphaned as those of the 
1st! 


Men of both the Ist and the 28th had 
served in World War I under General 
Pershing, and during the intervening 
years were subject to call by the Fed- 
eral Government at any time without 
notice; and, unlike the ist, the 29th 
also was subject to call by the State 
authorities—incidentally the 116th was 
actually called for extended emergency 
duty. 

The 29th had served in combat in 
World War I. Its members had come 
home and resumed their civilian ca- 
reers, paid their taxes for the support 
of the government (including the 
Army), gave their own time to train- 
ing, and were again ready to, and did, 
respond when called in 1941 — com- 
manded by a man who had served in 
combat in World War I, with a Chief of 
Staff and practically all staff heads, and 
all unit commanders, of _ similar 
experience. 

The ist Division also trained and did 
peace time duties, supported by the 
taxes of the people (including the men 
of the 116th Infantry Regiment). 

Those of the lst who died or became 
disabled were buried or hospitalized at 
government expense; those of the 29th 
were allowed $100.00 by the Veterans 
Administration and were furnished a 
flag for the coffin. They followed the 
flag in service, and were wrapped in it 
im death, but were not given the same 
rights under it in life! 

NOW, AS A MATTER OF PLAIN 
FAIRNESS, if the members of the Ist 
Division who served in World War I 
and had 20 years service are entitled to 
retire with three-fourths pay, should 
not the members of the 29th have the 
same right? 

The GERMANS in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne and at Omaha Beach made no 
distinctions. Will it remain for our 
grateful government alone to make 
them? 


It has been suggested that Congress 
hesitates to act on the Bills now be- 
fore it (S. 1209, H.R. 1136, and others) 
seeking to clarify and re-affirm the 
plain intent of Congress to make no dis- 
tinction between Regulars and Reserves 
in the provisions of para. 4 of sec. 15 
of the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, 
still the law frustrated by administra- 
tive meddling to the detriment of the 
Reservists, because of the fear of a veto. 
The men who were ordered by General 
Eisenhower to land on Omaha Beach, 
and who served both in World War I 
and a score of years after, have no such 
fear. Such of them as are still alive, 
and their number is dwindling rapidly, 
urge Congress to have as much confi- 
dence as they have in the fairness of 
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their old commander, and to send 
promptly on up to him this corrective 
legislation. lt is a small measure of long 
deferred justice to a group of deserving 
veterans who will not be with us much 
longer.

Hits False Promotion Hopes 


@ I would be remiss and recreant in 
my duties and responsibilities as an 
officer who has dedicated many years 
of service to my Country, if I did not 
bring before the bar of public opinion 
the obvious inequities in the latest Army 
selections to temporary lieutenant 
colonel. 

With the release of the selection list, 
Army authorities stated that of those 
not selected for promotion more than 
three fourths were considered fully 
qualified. All these men would get fur- 
ther chances at promotion by boards 
meeting at later dates. Many could ex- 
pect to be picked for promotion, particu- 
larly if their records show improvement 
in their performance. 

If the action of the latest selection 
board is to be taken as precedent, noth- 
ing could be more paradoxical. 

Let us examine the record, Circular, 
D/A 5 January 1959, contains the list of 
officers eligible for promotion. In this 
were included 187 officers who were 
passed over by a previous selection 
board in 1957, Of this entire group only 
4!!! were selected for promotion, Is 
this many? Were these the only four 
who had shown improvement in per- 
formance? 

It is a known fact that not always are 
efficient and deserving officers promoted 
or recognized. There are still too many 
efficiency reports rendered within the 
shadows of hypocrisy. 

I recall there was criticism in Con- 
gressional circles that once an officer 
has been passed over for promotion his 
efficiency begins to decline. That is not 
always so; but the present policy is an 
invitation to mediocrity. It will destroy 
personal incentive in many officers. 

Under the present circumstances it is 
entirely possible that officers now fully 
qualified will never be promoted re- 
gardless of improvement in the perform- 
ance of their duties, This can lead to 
the tragi-comedy of “often a bridesmaid 
but never a bride.” 


It is inhuman to raise false hopes in 
the expectation of promotion if perform- 
ance has improved. There is too much 
anguish and heartbreak for those of us 
who have been completely devoted to 
duty to be informed that we were not 
selected for promotion. 

Come now Gentlemen. Only 4 of 187 
merit promotion? Then we can gather 
from this that great numbers of efficient 
field grade officers are now in their 
eclipse. 

NAME WITHELD 
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CHANGING OF THE GUARD at the Pentagon frequently 
is preceded by the absence of some of the principal 
parties.

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ONE REASON FOR UNDER SECRETARY FRANKE’S 
ABSENCE is the fact that Secretary Gates is getting 
ready to complete action on a series of Navy reorgani- 
zation recommendations made by a board headed by the 
top civilian deputy. In the event that Secretary Gates 
should reject some of the Franke Board proposals, it will 
be interesting to see what his successor does about them. 


THE ARMY CofS-DESIGNATE has been away on an inspec- 
tion trip to the Far East. When General Lyman L. 
Lemnitzer returns to the Pentagon late this month, it’s a good bet 
that CofS Maxwell D. Taylor will depart on a series of farewell 
inspection visits to Army units in the U. S. and overseas. 


AIR FORCE PILOT TRAINING is expected to continue on an even level 
through June 1960. The Air Force, which trained 5333 pilots in 
fiscal ’57 and 3618 during the last fiscal year, plans to graduate 2700 
pilots in fiscal ’59 and the same number in fiscal ’60. The navigator 
output will remain static at 1700 per year. 


AIR FORCE MANPOWER STABILITY is reflected also in officer 
promotion statistics for fiscal years ’58, ’59 and ’60. The totals are 
identical—2000 each year—to major and 960 to lieutenant colonel] for 
the three years. Advancements to colonel increase insignificantly in 
terms of the number of eligible officers from 308 in fiscal ’58 to 320 
this fiscal year and 325 in the year starting 1 July. There’s been some 
up-and-down action in general officer promotions—54 in fiscal ’58; 

38 in fiscal ’59; and an estimated 62 in fiscal ’60. 


CONGRESS HEARD FROM AN EXPERT when Maj. Gen. Harold R. 
Maddux, now Director of Manpower and Organization in the Air Force, 
told of improved effectiveness resulting from improved retention rates. 
Main reason for this, of course, is the Military Pay Act of 1958. 
General Maddux, as the Staff Director for the Cordiner Committee, 
played the key role in formulation of the new pay plan. 


GOVERNOR JAMES T. BLAIR, JR. of Missouri will command himself. 
He has been sworn in as a Colonel in the Headquarters of the Missouri 
Air National Guard. He will serve as Legal Officer. Another Guard 
officer who was in a similar dual capacity was former Governor 
Joseph J. Foss of South Dakota, who served as a “subordinate” in his 
own command. Governor Blair fills a vacancy created by the retire- 
ment of Col. William R. Weightman, a Circuit Court Judge. 


THE WORLD CONGRESS OF FLIGHT in Las Vagas this week found 
some foreign countries represented more dramatically than the Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps. Presumably, because of the fact that the 
Air Force Association was a prime mover in organizing it, the other 
Services went less than all-out in arranging exhibits. This is an 
instance when combined Pentagon planning, coordinated by the Defense 
Department, would have been effective. 


A CURRENT BEST-SELLER, “The Ugly American,” which will be made 
into a movie, has joint Service participation. Capt. William J. Lederer, 
USN-Ret., is a co-author. The book jacket was designed by Col. Alan 
Haemer, Comptroller for SAC’s 1st Missile Division. 


A CONSTRUCTION COST GUIDELINE has been issued by the Army to 
aid planners in developing estimates for budgetary purposes. The Army 
advisory says that a 50’ steel flag pole will cost about $1,000; a BOQ, 
$8,200 per man; with $212,000 listed as the cost of a six-chair air conditioned 
dental clinic, exclusive of the chairs. 


ARMY ENGINEERS WHO BUILT THE PENTAGON have had no 
hand in a new “addition.” A $26,000 control tower is being built at the 
Pentagon’s helicopter pad. The project is the responsibility of the General 
Services Administration. Although most attention is given to the arrival 
and departure of civilian and military leaders, the pad is used more 
extensively for mail flights—sometimes as many as 20 a day. 


SERVICE FAMILIES WILL WELCOME the Army’s efforts to provide 
Capehart housing of the “maximum size and quality possible” under 
provisions of law. The Comptroller General takes exception (see Page 18) 
to the fact that in 20 projects involving 3,214 units for which contracts 
were let during the period 1 July to 10 November 1958, the average unit 
price was $16,385. The legal ceiling is $16,500. Hundreds of military 
families have been dissatisfied with the cramped quarters provided in 
Capehart and Wherry units. The Army takes the position that if Congress, 
after extensive hearings, approved a $16,500 limitation, the Pentagon should 
do all it can to provide the best housing permissible within that restriction. 


THE MARINE CORPS HAS ADVISED CONGRESS that of its 4100 
aviators about 300 at any given time “are in varying degrees of 
qualification as delivery pilots” for nuclear weapons. It was reported 
that “at least 40 officers are directly connected with special weapons 
loading, assembly, and training at any given time.”

Robert R. Scott, who commands the 335th Tactical Fighter Squadron 
at Seymour Johnson AFB, N. C., the only Thunderchief unit in the 
Air Force, is also a member of the F-105 Evaluation Board at the Air 
Proving Ground Center, Eglin AFB, Fla. At Eglin, testers and users 
are getting double action out of every mission. 


THE PRESIDENT’S COMMITTEE on Employment of Physically Handi- 
capped has given the Air Force a Distinguished Service Award for its 
utilization of handicapped people. Accepting the honor in a Dallas 
ceremony last week, Lt. Gen. Emmett O’Donnell, Deputy CofS for 
Personnel, said the Air Force now employs 23,000 handicapped peopl 
and then made this point: “We do not seek to find jobs for physically 
handicapped people. Rather, in filling our jobs we do not permit the 
existence of a handicap to prevent such an individual from getting a 
job for which he is qualified!” 


PLEASE DON’T COME HOME BEFORE NEXT YEAR is the word 
going out to Air Force personnel overseas. To keep PCS expenses 
within the fiscal ’°59 budget, the Air Force wants as many overseas 
personnel as possible “voluntarily” to remain where they are until afte 
1 July. Those who volunteer may remain at their overseas stations 
even after they have completed the maximum 48-month overseas tou! 


IT IS AIR FORCE POLICY to encourage overseas personnel voluntaril} 
to extend their overseas tours up to, but not exceeding, the 48-month 
maximum. Authority to approve such extensions has been delegated t§ 
major air commanders. Similar authority to approve extensions for 
their personnel soon may be given to heads of military missions and 
military assistance advisory groups.

HI: civilized world is acutely aware 
Tor the incredible strides being made 
in al! forms of technology for both 
peaceful and warlike intentions. The 
technological advances in the hardware 
to wage war is 
probably t he 
most dramatic 
and widely 
publicized. New 
develop- 
ments in atom- 
jes, missiles, 
air and ground 
mobility, and 
electron- 
ies have given 
the art of war- 
fare new and 
compelling di- 
mensions. 
These advances 
caused the 
United States Army to remodel its com- 
bat organizations and are continuing to 
change tactics and operational concepts. 

One of the most salient requirements 
generated by this changing environ- 
ment is that the field commander must 
be provided with the means for con- 
trolling the extremely mobile, dispersed 
weapons and forces he commands. He 
must be able to find his enemy (Com- 
bat Surveillance), to shoot his weapons 
accurately (Fire Coordination and Con- 
trol), to direct his organizational ele- 
ments (Communications and Avionics), 
and to prevent the enemy from inter- 
fring with his means of performing 
these actions (Electronic Warfare). 

The sum of these capabilities is called 
Command Control. Its exercise de- 
mands reliable and responsive com- 
munications and electronics systems. 

Research and development conceives 
and perfects the communications-elec- 
tronics devices. There remains the im- 
portant task of melding these devices 
into operational systems of equipment, 
men and tactical doctrines. One has 
lng been unable to prescribe simple 
trumpet signals where movements to 
the right are on the ascending chord 
and corresponding ones to the left are 
on the descending chord, A significant 
part of today’s military staff and plan- 
ning effort must go to devising the

ways to bring man and machines into 
functioning concert. More complex and 
discriminating command control re- 
quirements have forced the issue, To 
meet the issue as it relates to systems 
of communication, combat surveillance, 
electronic warfare and avionics, a sub- 
stantial reorganization took place in the 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer for 
the Army. 

This resulted in the formation of a 
unique organization known as the Com- 
bat Development and Operations Divi- 
sion. Staffed by some 150 engineers, 
scientists and managerial people—both 
military and civilian—the division di- 
rects programs of broad scope and 
variety. These include the development 
of operational, organizational and equip- 
ment concepts, the formation of doc- 
trine, and the technical training of in- 
dividuals and units that provide the 
communications - electronics - pictorial 
support for today’s modern, scientific 
Army. 


COMMUNICATIONS-ELECTRONICS 
COMBAT DEVELOPMENT 


Work in the field of communications- 
electronics combat development is an 
ever expanding function. It presents 
difficult management problems on 
where available resources should be 
committed so as to insure maximum 
exploitation of all possibilities consist- 
ent with meeting the bona fide re- 
quirements of the tactical commander. 
This problem becomes more and more 
acute as the state of the art in com- 
munications and electronics continues 
to accelerate. Major concept studies are 
currently in progress in the fields of 
communication, communication secu- 
rity, data processing, tactical operations 
center requirements (the central deci- 
sion-making complex for the command- 
er), and communications-electronics 
support for missile systems, One ex- 
ample of these studies is the effort to 
provide the field army with an auto- 
matic data processing capability to be 
called “FIELDATA” within the next 
five years. Data processors and coordi- 
nators for this concept are already un- 
der devlopment, ranging from equip-

RAdm. Leggett Tells Work 
On Army Reactor Plants 


RAdm. Wilson D. Leggett, jr., ALCO 
Products, Inc., Vice President of Engi- 
neering Service, has announced that the 
company has been working for seven 
months on the design of a nuclear re- 
actor plant capable of powering remote- 
area military installations which could 
include missile stations. 

He said ALCO holds nearly $2-million 
in contracts from the Atomic Energy 


Commission and the Army Corps of En- | 


gineers for engineering and development 
work on the plant. 

The plant concept, bearing the official 
designation SM-2 in line with new no- 
menclature for all Army Nuclear Power 
Program reactors, would produce a mini- 
mum of 6,000 kilowatts of electricity. This 
output would give the station more than 
three times the output of the prototype 
APPR-1, designed by ALCO and built 


by the company at Ft. Belvoir, Va., for | 


the Army and the AEC. 


drone aerial vehicles and airborne 
sensory devices to give the field army 
an all-weather, day and night, complete 
area target acquisition and surveillance 
capability. Constant study and evalua- 
tion of the techniques and concepts of 
electronic warfare employment is con- 
ducted since the actual method and 
extent of use in war is primarily de- 
pendent on the enemy’s application 
potential. 


A project of especial significance be- 
ing coordinated by this division in the 
Chief Signal Office is the construction 
of an environmental electronics test 
facility at the Army Electronic Proving 
Ground at Fort Huachuca, Arizona. 
With the introduction of ever greater 
amounts of electronic gear into the 
Army and the increased usage of the 
electromagnetic spectrum, every pre- 
caution must be taken to be sure that 
we do not “jam” ourselves out of busi- 
ness. This facility will provide a real- 
istic means to test the Army’s communi- 
cation-electronic equipment and sys- 
tems as well as simulated equipment of 
the enemy in an environment closely 
maiching that in which they may 
eventually be employed. 


Other areas of major interest being 
pursued in the combat development 
field are automatic switching systems, 
radio switching facilities for the field 
army, the control of air space, target 
acquisition and identification, and the 
communications, navigation and identi- 
fication devices for Army aircraft. 


INCREASED EMPHASIS ON 
TRAINING 


Signal training is feeling the impact 
of new communications—electronics- 
pictorial systems and techniques and 
assumes increased importance. From 
the wielder of signal flags—even the 
earlier horsemanship of Paul Revere- 
to the operator of today’s multi-channel 
tropospheric scatter radio equipment, 
the trained ability of a man to use his 
means has always been an implacable 
factor. In today’s complex military en- 
vironment it is even more manifest. The 
state of the art is hardly motionless 
long enough to permit standardization 
of equipment and systems, much less 
the timely development of doctrine nec- 
essary to train and retrain the person- 
nel who will operate and maintain them. 
Reductions in R&D cycles and expedited 
production programs must be paralleled 
by corresponding reductions in training 
cycles to achieve marrying personnel 
with equipment at the proper time. 


The Combat Development and Opera- 
tions Division seeks to place the human 
lead-time counterpart within the time 
frames of equipment development. Con- 
tinued emphasis is placed on soldiering 
since Army Signal Corps soldiers are 
members of a combat arm as well as 
technical service. They serve in tactical 
Signal units with army, corps and di- 
visions and are frequently deployed in 





small groups in isolated areas where 
they must be self-sufficient and mili- 
tarily effective. The Chief Signal Offi. 
cer’s objective is to produce a soldier 
first and then a technician or specialist. 
Combat Development and Operations is 
charged with the task of assuring train- 
ing that satisfies both vital aspects, 


FREQUENCY ENGINEERING AND 
MANAGEMENT 


The compounding requirements for 
radio frequencies, by both Government, 
industry and military, present critical 
problems to the Army’s radio frequency 
engineers and managers, The chief diffi- 
culty is that, unlike cable and wire 
which can be used in unlimited quanti- 
ties, only one electromagnetic spectrum 
is available. This spectrum provides a 
certain number of communication or 
information channels and science has 
not yet found a way of stretching this 
spectrum. 


The U.S. Army Radio Frequency En- 
gineering Office—an element of the 
Combat Development and Operations 
Division—supplies radio frequency en- 
gineering and management service for 
the Army. It also provides considerable 
support to the Air Force, the Bureau of 
Standards and other government agen- 
cies. 

Responsibilities of the Combat De- 
velopment and Operations Division 
range from basic telephone and field 
wire to the more complex automated 
information handling. It is concerned 
with the individual, his training and 
native abilities; and the state of readi- 
ness of communications-electronics- 
pictorial troop elements and _ their 
organization and working concepts, 
Combat Development and Operations of 
the Office of the Chief Signal Officer 
addresses itself to the electronic en- 
vironment indigenous to a modern bat- 
tlefield, to target acquisition and the 
safety of aircraft. Above all, it is con- 
cerned with the communications-elec- 
tronics capability for a commander to 
control and direct his fighting elements, 

Colonel Pochyla was named Chief, Com- 
bat Development and Operations Division, 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer, after 
service as Acting Division Chief from 21 
July 1958 to 20 January. 

Commissioned a second lieutenant in De- 
cember 1929, he participated in the New 
Guinea, Southern Philippines, Luzon, North 
Solomons and Borneo campaigns during 
ww It. 

He is a graduate of the Command and 
General Staff College, the Armed Forces 
Staff College, the Army War College and 
th Command Management School.

Jerrie Cobb, AF Daughter, Breaks World 
Speed Class Record In Aero Commander 


WoRLD CONGRESS OF FLIGHT 
LAS VEGAS, NEV. 
ISS Jerrie Cobb, daughter of Lt. Col. 
William Harvey Cobb, USAF-Ret., 
flew a stock model Aero Commander 
226.148 miles per hour over a 2,000 kilo- 
meter course here 13 April to set a new 
world’s speed record. Her take-off and 
landing were witnessed by thousands of 
delegates to the World Congress of 
Flight being held here. 

Miss Cobb broke the previous record 
set by a Russian pilot, Petre Zakhou- 
danine in a Yak II in 1953. His speed 
over the same distance was 223.713 miles 
per hour. The record is for the class of 


aircraft grossing between 3,858.1 and 
6,613.9 pounds, 
Elapsed time for Miss Cobb was 5 


hours, 29 minutes, 33.9 seconds, Flying 
an Aero Commander Model 680-E, Miss 
Cobb took off from McCarran Field here 
at 11:22 a.m., and flew to Reno, Nev., 
thence to Pescadero, Calif., then to San 
Diego, and returned to McCarran Field 
landing at 4:50 p.m. 








Her airplane is a stock model seven- 
place twin engine executive type, pow- 
ered by two Lycoming 340 horsepower 
engines. Top speed is rated at 225 mph 
with normal cruising speed at 226 mph 
using 70 percent of power. 

Bringing the speed record to the 
United States adds another laurel to Miss 
Cobb’s long list of aviation accomplish- 
ments. She already holds the class world 
record for this type of aircraft and for- 
merly held the distance record. 

Twenty-six year old Miss Cobb has 
been flying since her father first gave 
her instructions when she was 15. At 18 
she earned her commercial and instruc- 
tor license. After World War II she was 
the only woman international ferry pilot 
in the United States, flying such aircraft 
as B-17s, PBY-5As, C-46s, T-6s and many 
others. She is now employed by Aero 
Design & Engineering Co., of Oklahoma 
City, as an executive pilot. 

Since his retirement from the Air 
Force, Colonel Cobb has operated an 
automobile agency in Oklahoma City.

HE Coast Guard won’t require its 

officers to buy Blue and White Mess 
Jacket uniforms. 

The Navy, in a recent change to its 
Uniform Regulations, made ownership of 
both mess jackets mandatory for all 
Regular officers above lieutenant com- 
mander by 1 July. Past Coast Guard pro- 
cedure has been to rubber-stamp Navy 
Uniform Board actions by inserting a 
concurring “green-sheets” into its own 
set of regulations. 

An order being prepared will make the 
semi-formal mess uniforms optional for 
all ranks of Coast Guard officers. 

The Blue Mess Jacket outfit costs about 
$65, including special trousers. The White 
Mess Jacket costs about $18 and is worn 
with regular blue service trousers. 


Win Cadetships 

The Coast Guard has selected 300 
young men—including five sons of Coast 
Guard officers—-for assignment to the 
Coast Guard Academy, New London, 
Conn. 

A total of 3346 candidates made appli- 
cation for entrance, 2511 completed the 
examination—-a 28% increase over last 
year. 

The 300 who scored highest in the Na- 
tion-wide competitive test have been 
ordered to take physical examinations 
and, if found fit, will report to New Lon- 
don 6 July.

Congressman Asks New Pay Election 
For Thousands Retired Under Old Laws 


ECOMPUTATION of retired pay for tired after that date. 


thousands of retired members of the 
Armed Forces being paid under old pay 
laws is called for in a new House bill in- 
troduced 14 April by Representative Wil- 
liam C, Cramer (R-Fla). 

Congressman Cramer previously spon- 
sored legislation to equalize the retired 
pay of those retired before 1 June 1958 
under the Career Compensation Act. This 
has been incorporated in his new pro- 
posal (HR 6357) so as to “iron out” re- 
tired pay inequities “for all members of 
the uniformed services.” 

@ Those retired under the Career Com- 
pensation Act prior to 1 June 1958 would 
receive the same retired pay as those re- 


The bill provides: 

e Those retired (other than for dis- 
ability) under laws in effect before 1 Octo- 
ber 1949 would receive either (1) their 
present retired pay, or (2) the same re- 
tired pay as those retired after 1 June 
1958 

@ Those retired for 
laws in effect prior to 1 October 1949 
would have a five-year period in which 
to elect (1) the pay they are now receiv- 
ing, (2) the same retired pay as those 
retired for disability after 1 June 1958, 
or (3) the same retired pay as those re- 
tired for age, length of service, etc., after 
1 June 1958.

Maryland Assembly Supports Retired Pay 
Boost; U.S. Congressmen Urge Action 


Two Senators, a member of the House, 
and the State of Maryland are making 
renewed attempts to obtain Congression- 
al sanction for legislation to equalize re- 
tired pay. 

The Maryland General Assembly 
adopted a joint resolution urging the U.S. 
Congress to provide that retired pay for 
those who retired before 1 June 1958 “be 
computed on the same basis as the com- 
putation” for those retired after that 
date. 

The joint resolution said “there appears 
to be no basis for this gross discrimina- 
tion,” and charged that “failure to main- 
tain the same standard for the computa- 
tion of retired pay of all members of the 
uniformed services ... will cause defec- 
tions from active service of career officers 
and thus prove detrimental to the na- 
tional defense and security of the United 
States.” 

Representative John R. Foley (D-Md), 
who, with other members of the House, 
has sponsored legislation to equalize re- 
tired pay, called the House’s attention to 
the Maryland resolution and urged the 
House Armed Services Committee “to 
give this legislation favorable considera- 
tion.” 

Congressman Foley asked his House 
colleagues “to press for early action” on 
the retirement bills. 

Two members of the Senate also spoke 
out again in favor of the recomputation. 

Senator Ralph Yarborough (D-Tex) de- 








clared that “America is not doins justice 
to her retired service personnel.”

Claims Court Explains 


The Court of Claims has ruled that Re- 
serve officers retired for disability under 
the act of 3 April 1939 are entitled to re- 
tired pay based on their permanent rank 
if they held a permanent Reserve com- 
mission higher than their temporary ac- 
live duty grade at the time of their re- 
tirement. 

In deciding the case of Capt. Frank D. 
Neri, AUS-Ret., the court held that the 
Captain Neri was entitled to retired pay 
based on the permanent Reserve grade 
of major, even though he never served in 
this grade on active duty. 

The court had held, in the earlier 
Tracy and Budd cases, that Reservists 
cored for disability under the Career 
pensation Act of 1949 should be re- 
red at their permanent grade if it is 
higher than the grade in which they are

Reports Air Force Will Buy 


Test Quantity Of New Bulova Altimeiers 


General of the Army Omar N. Bradley, 
Bulova Board Chairman, has announced 
that the Air Force is ordering a test 
quantity of 25 Bulova altimeters for ex- 
tensive laboratory testing and flight eval- 
uation in many types of planes. 

The new device is described as “a radi- 
cally different type” of aircraft altimeter 
—said to cut reading time in half and 
virtually eliminate reading errors. 

General Bradley said the new altimeter 
is “extremely accurate and highly sensi- 
tive, reacting instantaneously to changes 
in altitude even in very rapid ascent or 
descent and thus providing improvement 
in the safety factor of aircraft operation.” 


The Bulova altimeter indicates altitude 
with an error of less than 10 feet at sea 
level, according to General Bradley. He 
cited tests made by a major aircraft 
company, showing a deviation (plus or 
minus) of 20 feet for a Bulova altimeter 
at 12,000 feet, against a 200-foot deviation 
for a conventional altimeter on the same 
evaluation. Its sensitivity, he said, is such 
that raising or lowering the instrument 
as little as two feet gives a visible indi- 
cation on the scale when one is at or near 
sea level. 


Altitude readings are shown on a con- 
tinuous logarithmic tape. The tape, about 
40 feet long, ranges from minus 1000 feet 
to plus 65,000 feet, and is driven past a 
window in the instrument by a servo 
motor. “It follows the true altitude with- 
out fluctuation or ‘hunting’,” President 
Everett M. Patterson of Bulova Research 
and Development Laboratories, Inc., 
stated. 


At sea level the number graduations 
are separated a full inch for each 50 feet 
of altitude. At 20,000 feet the numbered 
graduations mark each 100 feet; at 40,000 
feet the graduations stand for 200-feet 
increments, and from 60,000 feet up the 
increments are of 500 feet each. (There

Yet what is so often 
lost sight of is that the mainte- 
nance of high morale is an unend- 
ing job, and the problems relating 
to it continue no less real and 
urgent in peace time than they do 
in war.” 

Speaking at the opening session 
of the USO National Council meet- 
ing in Washington last week Mr. 
Firestone said: “The function of 
USO is to be an anchor by which 
the young man or woman in mili- 
tary service can hold fast to the 
way of life from which they came 
and to which they generally will 
return when their service is com- 
pleted. If we uproot young men 
from their families and draft them 
for mandatory service, we must 
recognize our obligation for their 
continued welfare during their 
time of enlistment. In helning to 
meet our needs, USO is acting as 
the guardian of tomorrow for our 
American way of life.” 

Mr. Firestone presented the USO 
Annual Award for 1959 to Secre- 
tary of Defense McElroy at a 
luncheon attended today by 300 
members of the National Council.

Under this system, Ship’s Stores Ashore 
had the same mission as Navy Exchanges, 
the major differences being in the areas 
of funding, accounting and distribution 
of profits. The differences between Gro- 
cery Sections and Commissary Stores 
were in the prices of items and overhead 
expenses, 


The streamlining program—which will 





result in lower and more comparable 
prices—calls for conversion of all Ship’s 
Stores Ashore to Navy Exchanges by 
October and conversion of Grocery Sec- 
tions of Navy Exchanges to Commissary 
Stores by June. 

Realignment of Ship’s Stores Ashore 
and Grocery Sections, the Navy said, will 
provide greater flexibility, uniformity 
and efficiency of operation, as well as 
serve to increase morale of Navymen 
through reduction of prices at the Ex- 
change and Commissary Stores. At the 
same time, the conversion will serve to 
hold back the number of items carried 
in Navy Stock Account funding. 

In another move to cut overhead ex- 
penses, the Navy recently installed a 
Remington Rand Univac File Computer 
at the Brooklyn NSSO. Use of the 
UNIVAC, has enabled NSSO officials to 
change its accounting procedures from a 
monthly to a daily reporting basis. The 
installation is comprised of a central 
computer, a general storage drum with 
a “memory” capacity of 15,000 words, in- 
put devices, an inquiry typewriter, and 
a high-speed printer that is capable of 
turning out data at a rate of 600 lines a 
minute. When programming is completed 
approximately 308,000 accounting entries 
will be recorded each month. 

Commander Sauer points out that the 
Navy Exchange Program is “a self-sup- 
porting operation and is not financed by 
the Federal budget. All administrative 
expenses are met from our gross profit 
as in any commercial operation. The net 
profit is returned to Naval personnel in 
the form of recreational facilities and 
equipment which represent funds that 
might otherwise have to come from ap- 
propriated sources.”
